The report that trouble of a serious no- 
tare is brewing has been sent out so 
frequently that a fresh announcement la 
looked upon as having little foundation 
in fact. Despite this it is right to state 
everything that points to further serious 
trouble and there seems to be prepara- 
tions on all sides throughout the Turkish 
•nipire. 


Tue> for Armament. 


The ball was set rolling last Wednesday 


when the sultan signed two trades which 
were issued the next day, levying a poll 
tax of five piastres on all Mussulman* and 
increasing taxes on sheep, public works 
and education, the funds to be devoted to 
military purposes. 


EoibaBsadom Act* 


This caused tbe representatives of the 


powers to send a collective note to the 
porte calling attention to the danger that 
the arming of Musalmans was certain to 
create. The note was crouched in the 
strongest language. Large purchases of 
•run have been mode and danger increases 
hourly. 


KTMlve » I'sual. 


Tbe porte sent a reply to the collective 


note of the ambassador,*. It was as usual 
»n evasive answer and in substance simply 
stated that the money to be derived from 
the additional taxes was only intended to 
complete the armament of the Turkish 
army reserves. 


Tbe Indication*. 


The action of tbe Turkish government 


In completing the armament of the re- 
serves indicates that the empire is faring 
thr situation which is likely to necessi- 
tate the calling forth ot all the military 
forces at its disposal and also indicates 
tht> situation to be gravest since the 
Rntso-Turkish war. There is a probabil* 
ity of the sultan understanding the sym- 
pa i hies between Russia, France and Eng- 
lai.il and threatens a wholesale massacre 
of Christians If an attempt is made at, 
armed coercion.

The Armenians of Egin are most refined, 


liilt-lliger.t and the wealthy in that part 
of the country escaped massacre and 
plunder last year by the payment of large 
rapsoms. 


It is known tbat the governor of tbe 


district, lor a time previous to September, 
had been writing to Constantinople that 
tbe Armenians ot Egin were disloyal. 
Tbe order was sent to the governor 
general of the Kharpout district saying, 
"it the people of Egin are disloyal why 
not attend to it?"

Tuesday, September 15, at a signal gun 


in the upper quarter of the city the mas- 
sacre began. Foi tbree day* the killing 
of the Armenians continued, and the 
massacre was carried out by Turkish sol- 
diers and Turkish populace, not the 
Kurds. The iultan's executioners first 
killed, then plundered and lastly burned 
the houses.

American Citizen Shot. 


"While waiting the arrival of a train to 


carry us to Havana, standing beside the 
track a Spanish officer entered into con- 
versation with Erb, who exclaimed defi- 
antly he was an American citizen and was 
expected to be treated like a man. The 
officer drew a six shooter and killed Erb 
on the spot." 


Fed to Shark*. 
" While confined in the castle I witnessed 


many startling scenes. Every morning 
the prisoners were obliged to go to the 
seashore to bathe. We were sent out in 
gangs of twenty under heavy guards. I 
noticed some never returned, the missing 
men being eaten by sharks. Hnnd.-eds, 
perhaps thousands of prisoners were dis- 
posed of through the agency of sharks." 


Lured to Death. 


"The doors of the incloiure surrounding 


the castle were left open to invite escape. 
None 
who 
attempted 
to 
escape- 


were tver seen again. Those who at 
tempted to leave were shot down like rats. 
In a room, eight by ten, twelve of us were 
packed like sardines. We were obliged 
to sleep in tiers and the upper row reach- 
ing the ceiling. There was no ventilation 
and everybody was sick. Over 3,000 are 
confined in ibe castle under these circum- 
stances."

CANTON, Ohio, Oct. 26.—The last week 


of the campaign opened with delegations 
from six states scheduled. 
It was 11 


o'clock when the first delegation arrived, 
and since then has bee.i a continuous 
stream of people from the stations to Mc- 
Kinley's Home. 


The first delegation was from Indiana 


and was composed of the railway men's 
gold standard clubs. The party came by 
a special train of six coaches and men, for 
the most part, were employes of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio, south western system. 
While the Indiana people were being 
addressed a large delegation of employes 
of the Cleveland, Loraine & Wheeling 
waited. 


When their turn came they were intro- 


duced as 800 stanch supporters, represent- 
ing all branches of railroad work. While 
Mr. McKinley was responding a New 
Jersey delegation approached shouting 
and cheering and bands were playing. 


The Oh loans crossed the street to the 


opposite lawns to make room for the new 
arrivals and reviewed the raagnificant 
parade McKinley bowing acknowledge- 
ment from a stand in the front of the 
yard 
The feature of the New Jersey 


delegation was the splendidly n-nvrmed 
and drilled inarching club.

denly at his home on Main street, Wil- 
liamstown, at 6.15 o'clock Sunday evening 
at the advanced age of 70 years. 


Dr. Smith vas born in Williamstown 


November 7, '• 825, a son of Dr. Samuel 
Smith, who was a prominent citizen of 
the town. The young man was educated 
in Williams college, graduating in 1846. 
He commenced the study of medicine in 
the old Berkshire Medical college at Pitts- 
iieldand begin, practicing in his native 
town a year las i r 
Since that year Dr.

Dr. Smith suffered from rheumatism 


which, it is supposed, he contracted 
while in the army. He had not practiced 
his profession for some years except 
among son,e ot the families whom he 
attended earlier. Among these he labored 
up to the time of his death, being out to 
attend a case Sunday. H e was apparently 
in his usual healtb up to a few minutes 
before his death, an i conversed with his 
son, Clarence, on vai ious topics. 


Dr. Smith's death occurred while he 


was seated at the supper table. 
His face 


became pale and he fell forward. He died 
without regaining consciouness. It is sup- 
posed that rheumatism, which had been 
continuously shifting from his arms to his 
chest, struck to his heart. 


The death of Dr. Smith removes a man 


who has been prominent in Williamstown 
for many years and who was well known 
all through the 
northern part of the 


county. Aside from the wide and intimate 
acquaintance which comes from an ex- 
tended medical practice, Dr. Smith was 
known 
for 
his 
unfailing 
interest 


in the public affaire of his town, and es- 
pecially in its schools. 
He served for 


years as chairman of the school board 
and devoted much time and arduous 
labor to the discharge of his duties in 
that office. He was a man of strong con- 
victions and plain speech, and there was 
never any doubt about his position on any 
public question. He was a conspicuous and 
able debater in town meetings, an ardent 
advocate of temperance and a supporter 
of all movements which he believed to be 
in the interest of the public welfare. He 
was for many years associate justice of 
the police court, and when called upon to 
act in that capacity his rulings were gov- 
erned by a strict sense of fairness and 
justice. Though sharp and sometimes 
severe when engaged in debate or contro- 
versy, in his intercourse with neighbors 
and friends he was kind and genial. 
He i 


will be much missed in Williamstown, 
the scene of bis long and active labors. 


The funeral will be held from the house 


at 2 o'clock Wednesday afternoon. Rsv.

Of the New Grand Army 


Building Laid with Ap- 


propriate Exercises. 


Addresses by Commander 
Tower, 


Mayor Houghton and a Number 


of Comrades. 
List of Arti- 


cles Placed in the Stone. 


The exercises in connnection with tbe 


laying of the corner stone of the Grand 
Army building on Holden street passed 
off smoothly Sunday afternoon in accord- 
ance with the program published in this 
paper Saturday. 


C. D. Satiford post, the Sons of Veterans 


and the Woman's Belief corps marched 
from Grand Army hall at 2.15 o'clock. 
Many had preceded them to the site of 
the building and a large number followed. 
The first rough Ooor of the building is 
laid and upon this the audience, number- 
ing several hundred people, stood. A cold 
wind was blowing from the northwest, 
but the crowd was so dense that all but 
those on the outskirts were fairly well 
protected. 


Tlie Kxcrcliteii. 


The exercises were opened at 230 


o'clock with singing by delegates from 
the Y. 51. C. A. convention, led by Mr. 
Chubbuck. This was followed with scrip- 
ture reading (the 122d Psalm) and prayer 
by Chaplain L. F. Amadon of Sanford 
post. Commander Henry A. Tower then 
addressed the post as follows: 


Commander Tower'* AddrcM-., 


Comrades: We have assembled here on 


this sacred day to engage in a very agree- 
able exercise, it is a sacred duty, and in 
some respects it is tinged with sadness. 
On these strong foundation stones a build- 
ing is being erected which will commemo- 
rate an important event in ou r history as 
a nation. The great war of the rebellion 
of 1881 to 1865, for which you gave to your 
county your best service, and for which 
400,000 of our comrades gave their Hie 
blood, baa passed into history. Its memo- 
ries alone remain. Comrades, let us 
Again reverently thank God for the great 
and lasting results achieved, and that 
peace, after those1 four long years of war, 
carnage and death dawned upon our torn 
and bleeding nation; and that today 
throughout the length and breadth of 
this broad land of ours the old flag, the 
emblem of liberty, equal rights and na- 
tional unity, the old stars and stripes 
wave above the heaclc of a free and united 
people. 


This monument which Is to remain in 


our beautiful city will be a standing wit- 
ness to your fidelity to your country in 
its hour, of great peril. This building 
will remain long years after the last sur- 
vivor of the Grand Army has answered 
his last roll-call to h]s Great Commander. 
It will stand as an inspiration to the 
present generation and those that shall 
follow. It will bo a powerful factor in 
our community in teaching patriotism, 
or love of country, to our posterity. This 
building will stand a silent, yet powerful 
witness to the truth that the men woo 
wore the blue were engaged in a right- 
eous cause, that they were the men that 
believed in one country and in one flag, 
and one only. 


This building will be a fitting testimon- 


ial to the loyalty of ttiis city to its local 
Grand Army post, these 
gentlemen 


by 
their contributions having made 


it 
possible 
for 
us to erect this 


memorial hall. 
And as these walls 


shall become more strongly cemented 
together as they shall go higher, so 
may our hearts become more strongly 
united to carry out the great principles of 
our order,—Fraternity, Charity and Loy- 
alty. And, my comrades, as this great 
nation loves to honor the memory of our 
old comnmnder-in-chief of tbe army and 
navy, the great and immortal Lincoln, so 
will our city ever honor the memory of 
Chas.

"The Grand Army of the Republic is the 


Organized love of former comrades in 
arms." 
It is unique in character, in that 


it copies nothing from other organiza- 
tions, and makes no provision for con- 
tinued existence after the last veteran 
shall have passed away who took pirt in 
the War of the Rebellion from 1861 to 
1865. Its auxiliaries are the Women's 
Relief Corps and the Sons of Veterans, 
and to these organizations will be en- 
trusted with full confidence the records 
and deeds of the Union veterans.

we must decrease. 


The Grand Army of the Bepublic was 


organized April 6,1868, by Dr. B. P. Stev- 
enson, at Deoatur, 111. 
Its first national 


encampment was held at Indianapolis, 
November 20, 1856. 
At that time ten 


states only were represented, and General 
John M. Palmer—still living—presided. 
The business transacted was largely pro- 
vision*!. 
Since that time the work has 


beesperfected.every state in the Union is 
represented, and the order expends annu- 
ity a large amount in ohar$y^no less , 


than $211,919.98 having been expended 
during the past year. 
Since the order 


was established, nearly half a bill ion of 
dollars has been given from their funds to 
aid needy veterans. 


The first post in Massachusetts to or- 


ganize was at New Bedford, October 4, 
1866: but in 1867 twenty eight other posts 
were formed, and Massachusetts appeared 
in the national encampment. There arc 
now 212 posts in ibis department, with a 
membership in good standing of 22,232. 
Some 17,003 veterans additional reside 
within the state,. many of wBoia claim 
membership in other departments, but a 
large percent arc the wards of the Mas- 
sachusetts department, who 'either by 
infirmity, age, poverty or habits \ hold no 
relationship wit'i the order. 


The maximum -.treugth of the order in 


Massachusetts* was reached about 1892, 
when there were 24,231 members, bat we 
are now on the retrograde, and nothim; 
can stay the decimating force of death, 
which reaps its harvest from year to yeitv 
with a relentless hand. The 212 posts in 
the department are all working effectively. 


Through the comrades of the posts a 


watchful eye is kept upon every veteran 
and his family, and thus we illustrate our 
fraternity. Many comrades or their wi;Tes 
are suffering irom infirmity or actual 
need, arid through these p >yts v.'e 1 avo 
been expending in this department Irom 
year to year «33,000 '..<> £10.000 cash to re- 
lieve tteir distress, aside iroai other sup- 
plies givenand not accounted for. 


Any notice of our order without includ- 


ing a reference to our splendid patriotic 
auxiliary, the Woman's Belief corpi, 
would be incomplete. From the moment 
this auxiliary was formed in 187S,ttie Grand 
Army of the Republic grew marvelous!/ 
until it reached its natural strength. To- 
day there arc 114,f "0 women engaged with 
us in our great work, many of them peers 
of the noblest women of the world. They 
have been honored by our government, 
and some even presented with jewels by 
the erowned heads of other nations. This 
organization alone has raised and ex- 
pended one: and a third millions of dollars 
to aid needy veterans. The Massa chu- 
setts department oi the Woman's Relic; 
corps is the "banner department" of this 
order. It has nearly 14,000 wo men en- 
rolled today, and expended last year 
$23,140 for aid to veterans and their fami- 
lies.

With unstained 
parchment we are ready to record the new 
annals of our republic; but we head it 
with our watchword to all—

It is a ceremony in which 
we should all take pride in participating, 
for although in the past corner stones cf 
other buildings in this city have beerilaid 
with public ceremonies, the associations 
and memories which cluster around us 
today make this event of far greater im- 
portance and significance. 
% 


All civilized nations seek by erecting 


enduring monuments to express the pub- 
lic gratitude to those who suffer and fall 
for their country's good; to remind the 
people of the great deeds of their famous 
warriors; and to instill into the minds of 
each successive generation lessons of love 
of country, loyalty to the flag, and the 
patriotic determination ta defend the 
nation's honor whenever and wherever it 
may be assailed. 


In my opinion, however, there is no 


monument in any country which com- 
memorates greater service for mankind 
than this we are about to raise. 


The march of human progress has ever 


been onward. In every age something 
has been done to benefit mankind, either 
spiritually, intellectually or socially. And 
at different times in the history of the 
•world it has fallen to the lot of some par- 
ticular nation to lead a movement for the 
amelioration of mankind. At one time it 
was the ancient Romans who subdued the 
barbarians and gave the then known 
world a system of law and a form of civil- 
ization. Again when the Saracen threat- 
ened to overran Europe and force Moham- 
medanism upon its people it was the 
Franks, under Charles Martel, who drove 
them back beyond the Pyreneesand saved 
Christendom. When in 1776 the fathers 
of the republic declared that all men were 
created free and equal and entitled by 
right to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness, the ancient doctrines of divine 
right received a death blow, the founda- 
tion of feudalism was shaken and the 
downtrodden of all countries took new 
courage. 


Again in .our own time, it fell to this 


country to strike another blow in behalf 
of the rights and privileges of mankind. 
The declaration that all men were created 
free was made a solemn fact. 
Slavery 


was forever abolished and many pernici- 
ous doctrines that threatened the welfare 


of the nation were swept away. Civiliza- 
tion was bsnefitted, humanity was up- 
lifted, the hand of the oppressor was 
stayed, and another forward step WOE 
taken in the never ending march of 
human progress. To the valor, selfsacri- 
fice and devotion of those to whose 
memory tliis building will be dedicated, 
the men of the Grand Army( is due the 
praise for the success of this great move- 
ment; and so I again as;.crt that there is 
no 
monument which commemorates 


greater service to mankind than this we 
are preparing to erect. This monument 
will not only remind us of the great deeds 
of the past, but it will also tench us that 
we have duties u> perform in out own 
day and generation. 


It is not often that men are called upon 


to di* for their country; but always, and 
day by day, they :<rc summoned to live 
for it. Tnat loyalty ti- tiuty which Jed 
the Union armies to light for free institu- 
tions and the old flag; enjoins us. all to 
likewise do our duly in thess days of 
peace. We all of us know "uough of the 
institutions and the heritage >f liberty 
that have been banded dowii to us at the 
cost of (>o mucU blood and trcunrc, that 
we cannot go wrong it' we Jn whai we 
krio-.v 1,0 be our Juts' in prebernuir them. 
If we do so we may lee! assure-! that 
when these busy streets echo other foot- 
steps than ours and these c'.u-terin<j 
houses shelter ot*ier Cres.'dc circ e<-. the 
building whose corner stone u-o Ja> loda.y 
will be a sign nnu a testimony t!ir.t via 
not only honored the soldiers of the 
Grand Army with our lip*, but that tusir 
sacrifice ani services shaped our daily 
lives.

But this great sacrifice, this great loss 


of our comrades has not been in vain, for, 
we have today one free and undivided 
country and one flag under whose starry 
folds the children of all nationalities, sect, 
and creed are marching.

here today is to lay the corner etone of a 
building to be erected to the memory 
alike, of the living and the dead, of men 
who in the country's hour of peril and 
danger dared to stand up for the right; 
men who dared to do battle and if need 
be die in defense ot human liberty and a 
united country. It is customary at all 
times on occasions like this to deposit in 
a receptacle prepared for it something of 
a memorial nature that in years to eome 
arid to some future generation tell them 
of some things that history failed to uo. 
It is my privilege today to deposit in this 
box this tablet in memory of the first 
comrade to die who enlisted in dei'cnse ot 
his country and its flag in the war of the 
rebellion from this city. H bears tne 
name of Edward N. Chase, son of the late 
John N. Chase and brother of George \v. 
Chase of this city, who is with us today. 
He was a member of the Tenth Massachu- 
setts Regiment. He died on tiie 25rh of Sep- 
tember 1801 at camp Brightwood Wasii- 


j ington.D. C., and it isthirty-flve years and 
one month since his young life was 
blotted out and he was called to join the 
silent majority. And in depositing this 
tablet I know of no more fitting words to 
use than to quote the epitaph (which I 
have been permitted to do) that is cut on 
the stone that marks his last resting 
place in our West Main street cemetery. 
They are the words of Rev. Miles San- 
ford, who tor eighteen years was the 
beloved pastor of the Baptist church in 
this city, at one time chaplain of the 27th 
Massachusetts Regiment and the father 
of Capt. Charles D. Sanford of Cc. H of 
the same regiment who was killed at the 
battle of Drewry's Bluff the 16th day of 
May ISM, and whose honored name this 
post now bears. The words are these: 
"The first matyr to the slaveholders re- 
bellion of 1S61 from the town of North 
Adams."

When sound money comes to stay, 


those with money to lend will be more 
ready to lend it and randy to lend it 
cheaper. This is truly "cheap money." 


When the last bonds were sold, the sec- 


retary o'f the treasury stated to congress 
that he could save 516,000,000 interest 
if congress would say that the bonds 
•would bo payable jiot only "in coin," 
but "in gold." People expected they 
would bo paid iu gold, but they wanted 
to be sure.

Swindling Old Soldiers. 


The \aluo of the pension secured by 


thov.onnded veterans, whose monthly 
payment from the1 government is in » 
gnat many cabe^ their solo support, 
depends entirely upon its purchasing 
power. H that power bo liigh, it will 
bny a imich larger supply of the neces- 
sities of hfe than if calculated iu cheap 
dollars. 
It requires no argument to 


prove that, if this country adopts the 
feilver fctEiidurd, races as based on dol- 
lars containing 50 cuiit.i' worth of silver 
will bo just twice as high as they are 
now. 
Values will be no higher, and tho 


f.srmer or worker will get no more than 
he does now, but nominal prices will be 
doubled. As tha number of dollars paid 
lor pensions is fixed, it follows that if 
paid in silver dollars the pensioner 
would iecei,vo only one-half as much, 
measured in commodities, rent, etc., as 
he doee uncu>r the gold standard. 


Ihpse are fact0 which the silverites 


have n»ver a»t< mpted to deny. Nor have 
they over propost cl to double the peu- 
6iO!i 
c! \\bich are paid to tho old soldiers, 


their widows and orphans. Now, then, 
c;m they expect the cotintry to adopt a

This commission consisted of Messrs. 


Mans and Ennght members of the Chi- 
cago Trade and Labor assembly, who 
were selected with no reference to any 
predilections on the currency question 
•which they may havo entertained. 


The report is a scathing and unan- 


swerable arraignment of silver mono- 
metallism as a currency system. It is 
u staggering blow to the free silver prop- 
aganda that seeks to deceive and be- 
tray American labor. 
Tho revelations 


it contains are a stinging rebuke to tho 
repudiationists who are endeavoring to 
persuade American 
mechanics that 


their condition can be improved by 
Mexicanizing our currency. 


In the comforts and necessities of life 


the Mexican laborers, according to tho 
investigations of Messrs. Maas and En- 
right, are down to the minimum, and 
in no time in history conld their condi- 
tion have been more deplorable, or the 
race would be extinct. Special stress is 
laid on the significant fact that the 
principal inducement offered capital to 
invest m Mexico is the cheap native la- 
bor to bo found and the absence of all 
danger of strikes. This f aot alone should 
be sufficient to impel American labor to 
resist with all its mighty power the 
attempts to Mexicanizs our currency. 


Under the silver standard in Mexico 


labor is the cheapest commodity in the 
country. In Mexico' 'to don the raiment 
of toil is to wear the garb of servility." 
Tho toiler lives and dies a veritable 
beast of burden and performs his tasks 
"with tho impassive indifference of an 
automaton.'1 


It deserves the careful study and con- 


sideration of every intelligent American 
wageworker. It is entitled to his re- 
srrct-ful credulity, because it comes not 
from economic scholars or from dreamy 
sociological theorists, but from plain 
toilers, "inured to the hard knocks of 
the factory aiid workshop." 


The Worliinginnn's Alternative. 


If our workingineu think their wages 


are too high by 50 per oent and would 
rather have them paid in dollars that 
will buy only half as much in the mar- 
kets ami at the stores, they will vote for 
Mr. Bryan and free coinage of silver. 


i If they think, as wo do, that this would 


be "free and unlimited" folly on their 
part, they will stand by Thomas Jeffer- 
son's common sense doctrine that dol- 
lars should be coined as near the mar- 
ket ratio as possible, f>o that they will 
buy 100 cents' worth of goods wherever 
they are tendered.—Baltimore Sun.

Tho proper test of the value of an ar- 


ticle is the labor required to produce it. 


The test applies as well to the gold 


dollar ns to everything else. 


If less labor is required now to pro- 


duce a gold dollar than was required in 
I860 or iu 187a— that is, if^a given 
nniouut of gold will purchase less labor, 
or if, in other words, wages are higher 
— then by the labor test, the only gen- 
nine test, the gold dollar must have 


• gone down instead of up. 


And no silver advocate has attempted 


to deny that wages have risen. 


The penate report on wages and prices 


made in 1893 shows conclusively that 
wages have increased over 68 per cent 
eince 1800 and nearly 34 per cent since 
1870 — in gold. 


The purchasing power of wages has 


increased over 75 per cent since 1860 
and nearly 82 per cent since 1870. 


The cost of gold, measured by labor, 


haa declined 41 p«r cent since 1860 and 
neaily S3 per cent since 1870. 


Taking tho cost of gold, measured by 


labor, ia 18GO as tho standard of com- 
parison, the cost of gold from 1870 to 
1881, the last year included in the Al- 
drich senate report, has declined us fol- 
lows :

Washington, Oct. 26.—The presiden- 


tial election of Tuesday, Nov. 3, will 
be held under conditions which have 
never before prevailed, and which will 
render the official count a matter of 
difficulty and unusual delay. Since 
the last presidential contest almost 
every state which had not then adopt- 
ed the Australian ballot system baa by 
state enactment prescribed some form 
of secret blanket ballot, either based 
on the Australian plan or closely re- 
sembling it 
The only exceptions are 


Georgia, Louisiana, North Carolina and 
South Carolina. 
In nearly all the 


other states blanket ballots will be | 
used, and hi many of them the connt ' 
will be complicated by the fact that ' 
state, legislative and county nomina- I 
tions are printed on the same ballot i 
with the names of the presidential 
electors. Connecticut has an envelope | 
system, and New Jersey prints each ' 
party ticket on a separate ballot, j 
thould the election be in any way 
close, it is therefore quite possible 
that it may be twenty-four hours or 
even forty-eight honrs after the polls 
elose before the result is known with 
absolute certainly. 
In states liko 


Nebraska, where there may possibly 
not be a margin of 5,000 votes either 
way, it will be impossible to arrive at 
a correct judgment until all the back 
counties are heard from. The polls in 
the cities close at 4 p. m., but the coun- 
try districts keep open till S p. m., and , 
with a governor, a legislature and 
county officers to elect all on one bal- 
lot it will take at least six hours to 
complete the count. Some idea of the 
general trend of the votes in Ohio can 
be obtained from the result of tha 
counties in which Cincinnati and Cleve- 
land are respectively situated and 
these results will probably be known 
comparatively earlier. The rest of the 
state, it is, anticipated, will go pretty- 
much as it has done in previous presi- 
dential years.
